Continuation of 2. NOTE: The amendment filed 11/19/03 added the limitation of fused to a heterologous protein in claim 70 and added 
claim 86 which recited fused to an epitope tag consisiting of a heterologous protein, C-myc tag, and 6Xhis tag. The response stated that 
support can be found at specific places in the specification and states that the Examiner stated support can be found at pages 46-47 and 
Figure 50. In response to this argument, the Examiner stated that while the figure does indicate a fusion protein there is no suuport in the 
specification or figure for fusion proteins of the recited residues to just any amino acids. In addition there appears to also be no suuport 
for just any heterologous proteins ao just any epitope tags or epitope tags of C-myc or 6Xhis tag to just any of the recited residues. 
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
